‘Synopsis of the ee 
- Arrears Consolidation Act 


For the information of our readers 
we publish herewith a synopsis of the 
Local Tax Arrears Consolidation Act, 
1934, passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, which may be of particu- 
interest to those who are in arrears 
in the payment of taxes. 

“Arrears of taxes” means taxes 
owing in respect of more than one 
year as at the first day of anuary, 
1934, 

“Municipality” means every city, 
town, village, municipal district and 
improvement district, 

“Tax Consolidation Board” means 
the board established by the Tax Con- 
solidation Act, 1927, — 

This Act shall apply to every vil- 
lage, municipal district and aah 
ment district. 

The Act shall also apply to every 
city and: town which delivers to thé 
Minister, on or before the first day 
of July, 1934, a resolution of the 
council declaring that this Act shall 
be applicable to the city or town as 
the case may be. 

_This Act shall apply. only to cases | 
where as at the first day of January, 
1934, taxes for more than one year 
were in arrears. 

On or before the first day of Aug- 
ust, 1934, any person who is the own- 
er of any parcel in a municipal dis- 
trict or improvement district contain- 
ing not less than five acres or who is 
the owner of any parcel whatsoever 
in any other municipality which is 
subject’ to tax recovery proceedings 
may apply to consolidate the arrears 
of taxes in respect of every such 
parcel owned by him in the manner 
hereinafter provided, in case he so 
applies before the land is sold by the 
municipality and before the final ac- 
quisition thereof by the municipality. 

Every application to consolidate 
taxes shall be made in writing to the 
treasurer of the municipality in which 


shall be applied on the applicant’s 


ed. 

In the case of land ina einantatpatity 
other than an improvement distriet, 
the secretary-treasurer shall bring 
every application received before the 
council at. the next meeting thereof 
and the council shall’at that meet- 
ing or an adjournment thereof, but,

Experimental Farm Tells 
How to Controf Stinkweed 


At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Morden, sulphuric acid in 
concentrations ranging from 2 per 
cent to 6 per cent by weight were 
sprayed on growing wheat crops and 
on summer-fallow badly infested with 
a stinkweed (Thlaspi Arvens). The 
rate of 100 gallons per acre was used 
for all. concentrations. Spray was 
applied the early part of June on 
wheat that was 10 to 12 inches high, 
while the stinkweed was in the rosette 
stage. ‘All concentrations were effec- 
tive in killing the stinkweed. The 2 
per cent, with practically no damage 
to wheat plants, while the more con- 
centrated solutions burned the leaves 
of wheat plants. The 5 per cent so- 
lution checked the wheat growth and 
maturity was retarded. There were 
no significant differences in: the 
yields from the shack, and. treated 
areas, 

The’ stinkweed was ma advanced on 


= ae 


cent solution was not 100 per cent 
effective. The degree of infestation 
ranged from 75 to 125, plants per 
‘square foot. 

It would appear that stronger con-:" 
centrations aré necessary to effective- 
ly control stinkweed in the more ad- 
vanced stages, while the less concen- 
trated solutions are effective in the 
early stage growth.

Obstacles to international agreement are many and various; so many, so 
warious as to becloud the vision of the conferees and defeat the ends sought. 

Particularly is this true when a complex of nations is represented round 
the conference table. Despite the good intentions of conferees, the high 
sentiments they express and the noble purposes they ‘proclaim, invariably 
dissonance’ interrupts the even tenor of. the proceedings, divergent points 
of view protrude themselves and, with each interruption and each protru- | 
‘sion, practical agreement becomes the more remote. 

The conflict of opinion appears less with regard to the general objective | 
sought, as with regard to the methods by which that objective can be! 
reached. In the ultimate analysis, political rather than practical issues 
prove the stumbling block. 

These thoughts are occasioned by the succession of disasters which has 


befallen world conferences held for perfectly laudable purposes during re- |. 


‘cent months. The League of Nations itself, perhaps the greatest agency | 
for world co-operation yet devised, has suffered considerable loss of prestige 
through recurrent manifestations of local interest, local jealousies, prides 
and susceptibilities. In matters such as the drug traffic, in which public 
rather than political and national considerations are paramount, the League 
has been able to take decisive action and render invaluable service. But 
where political and national interests and prejudices are involved, directly 
or indirectly, its decisions have been of less unanimous acceptance. In fact,

DEPRESSED BY 
ACUTE ACIDITY 


There can surely be no doubt about 


they have seldom been effective because they have been largely ignored. 

In spite of the League and the large body of opinion supporting’ it, 
where matters of national significance have been broached, the nations in- | 
volved: have proved a law unto themselves, using the simple expedient of | 
withdrawal from the League as a means of asserting their right to go; 
their own way. Disarmament questions have brought prominently into the | 
foreground this conflict of national viewpoints, and this insensate desire for | 
autonomy in matters affecting the péace of the world. There can be little 
question that world opinion, generally, favors disarmament on a sane and | 
safe basis. It is equally true; however, that thete is sharp clash of opinion 
as to what the basis should be and as to the methods whereby it should a 
undertaken. World disarmament conferences have proved futile, so far, in 
spite of the unanimity voiced by national spokesmen as to its desirability. | 
All nations, it appears, are in favor of disarming—provided the other fel- 
low does it. 

Strange as it may seem, while world conferences on the question are 


ing. on the subject between particular nations. Bilateral disarmament 
‘Where two or three nations are | 
involved, amicable solutions come readily to hand. -Britain, for example, 
has little difficulty in reaching understanding with Italy, Italy with France, 
and so.on. Even with Germany amicable negotiations are possible. Yet, 
when Britain, Italy and France sit around 9 conference table with Germany, 
it becomes immediately impossible to focus all eyes on the same objective 
and on the same means of achieving that objective. 

This is not to say that Germany is entirely at fault, or that the blame 
attaches to any particular one of the parties to the conference. It is ap- 
parently due to the complications which arise with every addition to’ the 
conference. Compromise as between nation and nation is easy; between | 
three nations it is a little more difficult, but less difficult than when four 
nations are involved. Perhaps then, the real solution is to be found in multi- 
plying bilatéral disarmament agreements until the whole world is involved 
and all the nations are committed to peace. 

The same course may.be found the ultimate solvent of the world wheat 
problem. Apparently, the London Wheat Agreement has foundered on the 


tually negatived the good work accomplished in the London conference, and 
the United States, in reprisal, is threatening unlimited production and the 
dumping of its surplus on the markets of. the world. 

The London cqnference resulted in what has been acclaimed as a unani- 
mous agreement representing.the first really co-operative arrangement yet 
reached by the nations of the world. It was not, howver, a finite thing, in 
itself. It left certain important decisions for later consideration, particu- 
larly the matter of minimum prices. Experts met at Rome to discuss 
prices in accordance with the terms of the agreement, only to be met by 
objections from the Argentine and demands from that country for an in- 
crease of 40,000,000 bushels in her quota allotment. Having already vir- 
tually exhausted her export quota for the year as set in the London Agree- 
ment, the. Argentine demanded an additional 40,000, 000 which could only be 
given at the expense of other great exporting countries, including ‘Canada. 
The price conference, however, reached certain tentative conclusions which 
were submitted to the governments involved. i 

The next stage in the proceedings was the London conference on prices 
Here again, 
clash of national interests proved a handicap. Doubts have been raised 
whether or not price-fixing by.a central body is a sound practice to adopt.

“The principle of the reform of 
the League of Nations, which is al- 
most universally accepted, is clear. 
The reforms that are being con- 
sidered should only be undertaken 
after the closing of the disarmament 
conference, because if this confer- 
ence fails, there will be no need to 
make any reforms, it will be enough 
to consider the work of the League 
of Nations as ended. , 

“Tt is generally considered that the 
conference will fail, at least as re- 
gards the most important objectives. 
The greatest armed powers will not 
disarm; those that are not armed 
will be ina position to arm with a 
more or less defensive purpose.”

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Radio Signals For Aviators : | 


Ingenious Device Will Keep Fliers In 
'_. Defined Lines 

A device for visually interpreting 
signals of aeronautical radio range 
beacons has been developed by W. E. 
Jackson and L. M. Harding, radio 
engineers of the U.S..commerce de- 
partment’s aeronautics branch, ac- 
cording to Rex Martin, assistant 
director of aeronautics. 

‘Signals, Martin explained, are re- 
ceived through headphones by air- 
men who rely upon them for guid- 
ance during periods of poor visibility. 

The device features an indicator 
which, fitted in the instrument panel, 
is similar to the contrivance used 
for blind landings. It is open-faced 
and. has two needles—one vertical 
and one, horizontal. The vertical 
needle, Martin. explained, is chief in- 
dicator and when an aeroplane leaves 
the course defined by a radio beacon, 
this needle will move accordingly. 
However, he added, if the aeroplane 
is exactly on course, the vertical 
pointer will remain in centre of the 
dial.

Egg Trade. Responsibility 


Responsibility As To Eggs Below 
Grade .Placed On Seller 

In case of dispute about properly. 
marked cases of graded eggs, the 
Canadian egg regulations are’ quite 
explicit. No case or container of 
eggs is.considered to be properly 
marked .if, upon examination by an 
inspector, the case is found to con- 
‘tain more than an average of 61% 
per cent. below grade, apart from 
breakage. In. transactions between 
wholesalers, or between a wholesaler 
and a retailer, any complaints by the 
purchaser with respect to eggs below 
grade must be made to the seller 
within 36 hours of the receipt of the 
eggs. Thus, responsibility as to eggs 
below grade.is upon the seller for the 
period of 36 hours after delivery to 
the buyer. After the expiration of. 
the 36 hours the responsibility as to 
eggs below grade is upon the person 
in whose possession such eggs are 
found. 


For Civil Servants 


Want Temporary Employees Brought 
Under Civil Service Act 

Representations on behalf of vari- 
ous classes of civil- servants were 
made by V. C. Phelan, president of 
the Civil Service Federation of Can- 
ada, before the commons civil service 
committee. 

Mr. Phelan asked that 316 long 
temporary employees in various gov- 
ernment departments who had been 
| eligible for, permanent appointment 
prior to 1927, but through. negligence

Public school education in Canada 
costs $63.63 per year per pupil, ac- 
cording to reports published by the 
Canadian government. The report 
shows the total expenditure is about 
$165,000,000 a year. In 19382 there 
were 86,216 teachers, 2,593,116 pupils 
in the Canadian school system. 


Increased Payrolls 


Movement In British Columbia’ To 
Improve Working Conditions 


‘Payrolls in British Columbia have 
been increased by, approximately 
$200,000 per month since the provin- 
cial department of labor started its 
drive through the board of industrial 
relations and other agencies’ to im- 
prove working conditions within the- 
provinces, Hon. George S. Pearson, 
minister of labor, has estimated. 

In the sawmill. industry alone, the 
advance was about $85,000 a month, 
he said. The aim of the board so 
far, Mr. Pearson said, had been to set 
minimum wage scales as high as 
could be paid by the industries affect- 
ed, but not so high they would be 
forced to stop operations. As con- 
ditions improved within a particular 
occupation, the level could be ‘raised 
if necessary.

LETTER TO EDITOR 


Survey of Crops and 
‘Live Stock, June, 1934 


Dear Sirs,— 
In June of each year, the Dom: 


inion Bureau of Statistics, in co-oper- 


ation with the Provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture,. distributes 
cardboard schedules to farmers for 
the purpose of collecting statistics 
of acreages under crop and the num- 
bers of live stock and poultry farms. 
An innovation of 1931 extended. this 
survey to cover the breeding and 
marketing intentions with regard to 
live stock. In all the provinces, ex- 
cept Nova Scotia, Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia, these schedules are dis- 
tributed to the farmers through the 
rural school teachers. In these three 
provinces, the cards are mailed direct 
to the farmers. 

The acreages of field crops in par- 
ticular, are the real foundation of our 
scheme of agriculture production stat- 
istics. Only slightly less important 
in our national planning is the neces- 
sity of having correct knowledge of the 
numbers of live stock on farms. “The 
accuracy. of. our compilations in both, 


these’ classes is largely —@ependent’ 


upon the obtaining of completed cards 
from a fair sample of the total num- 
ber of Canadian farms, 

We would appreciate any publicity 
effforts in which you may be able 
to emphasize the value of ‘these sur- 
veys and the importance of a suffici- 
ent response by the rural population.

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DEBTS THAT GET BIGGER 
THE MORE IS PAID. 

Britain owed United States $4,600,- 
000,000 at the time of debt funding 
in 1926. 

Since that time she has paid $1,466,- 
000,000. 

The present debt is $4,368,000,000. 

If she goes on and pays another 
$6 billions in the next sixty years 
she will still owe the original debt. 

What sort of crazy arithmetic is 
that? 

The arithmetic is not crafty, 
there are two other things about it 
that are fairly crazy. 

1. The interest structure which 
doubles the original debt. 

2. The assumption that. generations 
still unborn will go on paying 
such a debt which even their 
history books would hardly ex- 
plain. 

The fact is that of the $1,466,000,- 
000 Britain has paid, all ‘but $232,000,- 
000 was swallowed up in interest. 

In terms of goods, with prices 
down, Britain owes more now than 
she did at the time of funding. 

Canada with her total of $9 billions, 
can no more pay them off and mean- 
while pay the interest on them of 
$245 millions a year than can Britain 
pay her debt to United States plus 
the interest. 

She can no more pay them than 
United ‘States can pay its. own total 
national and state and corporation 
debts of $250 billions plus interest. 

These unpayable debts and their 
unpayable interest rates’ are the bar- 
rier which today rises between tech- 
nology’s abundant production of 
foods and goods and the consuming 
masses. National,incomes are being 
devoted to carrying debts instead of 
to moving goods, 

And yet the only way in which na- 
ticnal incomes can continue to ‘be 
mate is by the movement of goods. 

The sooner nations realize _ this, 
and scale down their debts to one- 
half or one-quarter, and their inter- 
est rates down to economic levels, the 
sooner will their real recovery begin. 
—Vancouver Sun.
